GREEDY GRASSHOPPERS. 


The Fearful Locust Scourge in Sierra Valley— 


The Damage Inflicted Opoa the Crops 


By the Ravenous Insects. 


[ J. O. I^inmon in the Tracico Bcpnblican.]

The dreadful locust ravages and their 


menaces in fnttire are still the all-ab- 
sorbing themes of thought and speech 
in Sierra Valley. Though former arti- 
cles ou the subject 
are somewhat 


lengthy, yet the half was not told. 


I have just completed the entire cir- 


cuit of the Valley, getting statements 
from nearly all the farmers on the North 
and West sides, portions of the Valley 
quite as severely devastated as those re- 
ported previously, but for want of time 
to visit them then, the damages gener- 
ally were estimated. 


Those estimates fall far short of the 


truth, us details clearly show. It will 
suffice now to give tho aggregates of 
damages and the area of the several 
districts: Adam's Neck and vicinity $18- 
000, from 22 large forms containing 11- 
000 acres; 
Uuckwoith and vicinity, 


$15,000, 18 small farms of 'J.OOO acres; 
West side, $0,300, 15 small farms of 
.".,000acresjimterior (estimated), $0,000, 
1<J small farms of 4,000 acres, totals 
S-ir.,800; 67 forms of 35,000 acres. Add 
Loyalton and vicinity and Sierraville, as 
formerly reported, $30,000, M4 farms, 
15,000 acres; grand totals, §75,800; 91 
farms of 47,000 acres, being $30,000 
damages more than estimated. 


The statements from sufferers elicited 


ou this circuit in regard to the appear- 
ance and habits of the locust, conform 
:enernlly io those of others given in the 


first HI tide,.though some observers de- 
tected tw... or more kinds of graps- 
aoppers, and it is quite likely that the 
:ulprits comprise more than the one 
ipecies I have determined as the Oedi- 
poda atrox. But fill statements and all 
the specimens seen, declare against the 
jossi'uility that either of the three true 
migratory species are in our midst. 


The satisfaction derived from this con- 


clusion is that we of California are be- 
yond the range of tho all-devouring mi- 
jratores that so often lny waste the in- 
:erior. There they are liable to fall 
upon the farmers' field during any year 


f drought. Most of the border States 
lave enacted expens vi legislation'to re- 
luce the pest, by giving bounties of $1 
o $50 per bushel for the locnsts and 
50 per gallon for eggs collected and de- 
troyed.and also made it obligatary upon

3oal oil, Paris green, cirastic potash, 
nd several other chemical poisons are 
employed, and twenty-two kinds of ma- 
hines, more or less elaborate and costly, 
are described anl illustrated in the last 
eport of the United States Entomological 
Commission, us being in use in the in- 
osted region.

The inutility of most of these remedies 


ies in the fact that a portion of the e 
are deposited in patches out in the sage- 
covered interior of the valley, where 
they cannot be treated with machines or 
with plow and harrow, fire or water, al 
too late for this year. But many ob- 
servers speak of the young as moving in 
narrow columns, mowing swaths o: 
grass in their progress. In this stage 
they might be precipitated into trenches, 
or trampled or crushed by rolling 
These methods would be feasible onlj 
where the youn.; locusts are not vcri 
numerous. Large masses thus ditched 
if left uncovered, would bring ina worse 
pestilence—horrid diseases. 


The insects huddle under dry grass 


and weeds during cool nights, where 
they may often be destroyed by fire. 


A thin film of coal-oil, which wil 


readily spread, upon a ditch of stil 
water, will kill the locusts instantly i 
if they try to swim across. 
• 


A shallow pan having a small quantity 


of coal-oil in it, if placed where the in 
sects may fall into it, is very effective 
The oil in these cases penetrates th 
breathing apparatus of the insects b; 
way of the ten pairs of spiracles o 
breathing holes along the sides of th 
body. 


The invasion of 17 years ago was onl; 


for one season. Why this one is pro 
longed for three years it would be inter 
estiog to know. It is hoped this is tb 
last year of theii ravages, if, indeed 


"silky mite," huve leen alluded to in 
the previous articles. I have detecte 
it in several localities, nnd should it be 
come numerous, the atrocious locust i 
doomed, as appears from authentic ac 
counts of its friendly services in the in 
terior.
